nearly dawn. That of the Governor 
and his advisers, headed .by James 
R. Armstrong, Oklahoma City attor- 
ney and the uncle of Mrs. O. O. 
Hammonds,” the’ Govérnor’s “Confi- 
dential Secretary, around whom the

Andrews, Democrat, from McAlester, 
and followed the motion of Senator 
Lester Smith of Wewoka to suspend 
the . Governor -frem-~ office pending 
trial of the articles of impeachment. 
Senator Andrews’s motion declared 
the articles of impeachment illegal 
and invalid. Senator Smith coun- 
tered with a motion’ to table the 
Andrews motion. This lost. 

Later in the day, the Governor 
issued an order rescinding his proc- 
Iamation of Dec. 12, which invoked 
the aid of the National Guard in de- 
fending the Senate and House cham- 
bers against use by the legislators. 
The guardsmen, who had been quar- 
tered in the boiler room of‘the State 
House were returned to civilian life. 

The legislators also began leaving 
for home, and by night little evi- 
dence remained of the long proceed- 
ings, which have been dubbed the 
*‘ewe lamb rebellion’’ after a state- 
ment said to have been made by 
Governor Johnston when a commit-

Before leaving, members of the 
House Investigating Committee made 
informal statements, in which they 
admitted defeat. Both H. Tom 
Kight, Chairman of the committee, 
and E. P. Hill, Speaker of the House, 
said they were willing to accept the 
decision and admitted they had no 
recourse against the Senate judg- 
ment.

Admiral Brumby Goes Ashore for 
Clothes Necessary to Spend 
© Winter-at the Scene. 


From a Staff. Correspondent of The New 
— York ‘Times, ' 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Dec. 
29.—Working swiftly against a rising 
storm, “divérs completed ‘the second 
and final tuntiél undér thé siibmarine 
$-4 t oday before the wind drove the 
salvage fleet into the harbor. To- 
morrow the divers may go into the 
hull and, perhaps, send up _ the 
bodies of some of the forty men who 
lost their lives when the undersea 
boat sank Dec. 17. 

The cutting of the final tunnel 
under the submarine for eventual 
reeving through of a lifting chain 
was finished just before the wind, 
coming out of the southwest, kicked 
up such rough seas that operations 
were called off for the day shortly 
after the noon hour. 

Two divers were below at the time 
trying to poke a rod under the keel 
of the S-4, rammed and sunk by the 
Coast Guard destroyer Paulding, so 
that a rope could be passed around 
the hull. The storm increased in in- 
tensity so rapidly that the officers 
on the Falcon, chief salvage vessel, 
brought the pair to the surface ‘with- 
out letting them try to complete that 
—E the squadron lay in the 
harbor, plans for rey into the hull 
were perfected so that if fair weather 

revails tomorrow the attempt can 
* made. The divers will enter the 
hull tg ‘‘unwater’’ three after com- 
— ng and during that operation 

t may be necessary to bring up some 
of the bodies. 

Brumby Prepares for Winter. 

Rear Admiral Frank H. Brumby, 
director of the work here, departed 
for Boston today aboard the Coast 
Guard cuter Tuscarora. He planned 
to go to New London to get a supply 
of heavy. clothing to last him for the 
rest of the Winter. He is expected 
back Saturday. 

The Falcon steamed to its position 
over the wrecked submarine at day- 
light. The southwest storm warning 
was already flying from the high hill 
on which the Pilgrims Memorial 
monument stands in Provincetown. 
The Falcon had spent the night in a 


lee near the beach. She was made 
fast to her. permanent moorings and 
in order to get greater stability for 
diving, lines were run to the subma- 
rine tenders Wandank and Saga- 
more. 

The starboard“side of the final 
hole just below the gun of the sub- 
marine had been completed yester- 
day, and a good start had been ob- 
tained on the portside. The divers 
who went down during the morning 
exceeded the hopes of the salvage 
officers with their speed. Frank 
Crilley, D. E. Burd, James Ingram 
and Joseph Tibin, working in pairs, 
soon had the portside cut close to 
the keel to meet the tunnel coming 
from the other side. Albert Grube 
and S. C. Scott were the men who 
did the final boring through the 
mud-with the water pressure hose. 


Two Lines Already Complete. 
They were told to manipulate the 
rod under the keel so that the-rope 
could be passed through the hole and 
be braceleted around the hull. A 
similar line has been run through 
a tunnel near the bow of the sub- 
marine and another through a nat- 

ural aperture close to the rudder. 
Much as the salvage officers de- 
sired to finish the task, the wind had 
become too strong, and the Falcon 
had begun to toss so much that the 
men were hastily lifted from the 


water and work was called.off for 
the day. 

“Tf the weather is right we may.in- 
vestigate the hull tomorrow,” said 


Commander Harold Saunders; Chief 


Salvage Officer. ‘‘We still have to 
put a line through the final tunnel 
and with that done the next.job.is. to 
start the ‘unwatering’ of the® three 
after compartments.’’ 

Officers said the divers will get 
into the hull through the engine 
room hatch. They will knock two 
nuts off the top of the hatch, pound 
a bolt — an inside swing arm 
in place and lift the hatch cover. . 

e divers will be the first to get 
a definite idea of how the men in 
the after compartments died. How 
many did lose their lives there is not 
known. These compartments, it is 
believed, were flooded because of the 
failure to close bulkhead doors in 
time when the crash came.

The 
practices: which has gradually been 
nereasing for several years, of 
allowing punts to drop to the ground 
without any effort to catch them or 
run them back, was, it seemed to 
the committee, marring the game 
and robbing it of one of its tradi- 
tional and most distinctive features. 
“The roa for this peatice was 
obvious. a defending player 
touches the ball but fails to catch it 
he has, put all of the kicking side 
onside. Any one of them could re- 
cover the ball and run with it. Often 
this might -result in a touchdown. 
Therefore, the defensive side took no 
chances, played safe and made no 
attempt to catch the punt. The com- 
mittee decided to eliminate the prin- 
cipal reason — —— this. practice 
by removing the hazard of a possible 
adverse touchdown in casé of failure 
to catch the punt. This was done by 
providing that in case the ball is 
touched but not caught, it may, as 
formerly, be recovered by the kick- 
ing side but is dead at the — of 
recovery, and may not be advanced. 

“This change has also ——— 
plished in part at least its purpose. 
We have seen in the last season more 
and better catching and running back 
of punts than for several years.’

Taylor, the pridé of Terre Haute, is rec- 
ognized as the bantamweight champion by the Na- 
tional Boxing Association. Which means that he is & 
ehampion in many States, several Territories and Va- 
tious sectiohs of South America, But in Néw York 
State he is just a nicé young man. And hé isn’t ével 
a bantamweight. If hé were recognized as a bantam- 
weight champion in this area, he would not be. al- 
lowed to fight over the bantamweight limit. But he is 
being pérmitted to fi ht over the bantamweight limit, 
and, therefore, thé State Athletic Commission must 
regard him as a featherweight. 

The trouble with thésé lighter lads is that on A feed 
too well and také oh wéight too fast. A fiyweight 6né 
week is & bantam the following week, and perhaps a 
welterweight within a year. But génerally He won't 
admit it. If he has acquired a title by any odd chance, 
he packs it away in a camphor bag and fights at

REDUCING TO THE ABSURD.. 


A few days ago news came from 
Minneapolis that some of Secretary 
KELLOGG’s friends were moving to 
push him for the Presidency and to 
get. the..Minnesota delegation for 
him in the Republican National Con- 
vention. When the matter was 
called. to Mr. KELLOGG’S_ notice in 
Washington, he dismissed it with 
the curt remark: “ The whole thing 
is entirely absurd.” Yesterday came 
another repudiation of an alleged 
candidacy by the man who was sup- 
posed to be honored by it. Pitts- 
burgh reported. a movement to get 
the Pennsylvania delegation for Sec- 
retary MELLON. -But-he, when-asked 
about it at the Treasury -Depart- 
ment, said that he knew nothing 
about it, and that, in any event, he 
is not a candidate for the Presidency 
and will not be. This might seem to 
disparage the powerful advocacy of 
him for that office by the Honorable 
WILLIAM R. HEARST, but Mr. MELLON 
probably knows, though.he did not 
say so, that his nomination for the 
Presidency would be absurd to the 
point of impossibility... 

This is what comes of having a 
fair field and no favor. Since Pres- 
ident COooLIDGE took himself defi- 
nitely out of the running, some 
people seem to feel that a free-for- 
all race means free for-anybody or 
nobodies, for great unknowns or 
for persons obviously out of the 
question. In so far as-the mention 
of such men by their friends is 
thought of as only an amiable form 
of compliment, it may -be smiled at 
and forgiven, but the process ought 
to be checked before it goes too far. 
It: plainly tends to cheapen the 
Presidency. It has sometimes been 
said that the theory of democracy 
is that any man is able to fill any 
office. But the true theory is that 
democracy is a method by which 
the truly ablest man may be discov- 
ered and then chosen for the office 
In a misguided moment Mr. HARD- 
ING once said that it was very easy 
to be President. It is not. .It is one 
of the hardest positions known in 
all the world. And it only gives a 
wrong idea of the office, and by so

LINDBERGH'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


In Colonel LINDBERGH’S account of 
his flight and of. his plans, as tele- 
graphed to THe New -YoRK TIMES 
yesterday, it is easy to see that he is 
not blind to the risks which he’ is 
taking. Speaking of the possibili- 
ties of a regular commercial air ser- 
vice between the United States and 
Mexico, he referred to the “ three- 
motored plane” as the type desirable 
to use: And he: frankly states that 
“ flying ‘a single-motored plane over 
“mountains and: jungles cannot be 
“regarded as safe flying.” He does 
not admit that in his own case it 
is especially dangerous. But he is 
perfectly aware that he might meet 
with what he calls a “ mishap,” and 
stipulates in advance that if one 
should befall him it should, not be 
looked upon as “a blow to commer- 
cial flying.” 

These remarks of the ‘intrepid 
young aviator savor of the engaging 
quality which marks almost all that 
he says or writes. He has set out to 
do a certain thing, and light-heart- 
edly puts aside its hazards. Not that 
he does not take them into his reck- 
-joning, or study carefully how to 
avoid them. People ‘still speak of 
“Lindbergh luck,” but it consists 
largely in taking immense pains, 
-| preparing everything in advance as 
carefully as possible, and making as- 
surance doubly sure before each ad- 
venture. But it may be that he does 
not fully realize the extraordinary 
representative. capacity in which he 
has come 'to stand. He is so entirely 
associated in the public mind with 
commercial flying that any accident 
befalling him would be regarded not 
f} only as a personal disaster striking 
home to the hearts of millions, but 
as a most unforturfate setback to 
~| peacetime aviation, This is the rea- 
son why his flights in Central Amer- 
tlica. wilk be followed with anxiety, 
mingled with pride and admiration, 
and why he will be silently adjured 
by the vast multitude of his observ- 
ers.to run no-unnecessary risk, and 
T}to do all in his power to keep his 
splendid record of safety intact. We 
know that he is as. prudent as he is 
daring, and we can.only express the 
hope, that good fortune may con- 
S| tinue to sit on the prow of the Spirit

BURBANK’S GARDEN. 


“Cut up for building lots.” This 
is the fate threatening more than 
two of the three acres of LUTHER 
BurBANK’s “Garden. of Enchant- 
ment” in Santa Rosa, where he 
cherished the best of the products 
of his lifelong: adventures in plant 
breeding. Fortunately, the experi- 
mental farm: of 600 acres at Sebas- 
topol is intact, for the present at 
least, and the experiments which 
he was carrying on when he died 
will be continued. But even this 
has an uncertain tenure, Leland 
Stanford -University'‘ had hoped to 
take possession of the two tracts as 
a living memorial to the master 
gardener. But the funds have not 
been raised. In the meantime the 
genjus and the delicate hands of 
LUTHER BURBANK are gone. His 
assistants are going on with the 
work which he left unfinished, But 
we do, not. know if they .possess the 
deft touch which is so essential if 
man is to make the flowers do his 
will. 

The break-up of the Santa Rosa 
garden which surrounded the Bur- 
bank house is particularly tragic. 
Had it been bought as a memorial, 
or *had garden, lovers acquired it 
with the intention of perpetuating 
it, even if only for their private en- 
joyment, it would. have been’ better 
than to think of it torn up with the 
ruthlessness which characterizes the 
leveling activities of modern house 
$| builders. We in Amierica have not 
yet. come, to realize that in . few 
products of human endeavor has age 
such value as in gardens. When, in 
addition to the qualities of perma- 
nence which are inherent in garden 
plots that have been tended for long 
years, the creator had the skill and 
artistry of BURBANK, it seems little 
short of sacrilege to destroy the 
beauty that.he created because 
the land is needed for commercial 
purposes. 

A small portion of the Santa Rosa 
garden will be kept by Mrs. Bur- 
BANK and probably, will be ultimate- 
ly turned over to the town as a pub- 
lic park. .

the best of its ability. Jt has had no

The foundation is 
bound by the de¢ision.of the jury and 
has ho contrel over the funds in- 
volved;.the ultimate disposition of 
which rests with the original donors. 

“The foundation is gratified at the 
jnterest that was taken in the con- 
test.

Head in Background While One | 
Made in 1774 Lacks It. 
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* mystery of long standing in art 
Circles was partly cleared up yester- 
day when it-was learned that there 
is another portrait by Sir Joshua 
Réyndlds of Richard Barwell and his 
son besides the” one recently ac- 
quired by Jacques Seligmann & Co., 
and now on exhibition at their gal- 
lery. The owners of the other por- 
trait are. Lewis -& Simmons-~of: 730 
Fifth Avenue, who are holding it in 
London and will shortly bring it to 
this country.for .exhibition....At, the 
Seligmann rer tinost it-was said, that 


the existence of the-other picture gen 


was unknown to them until recently, 


— and ‘that “upon” investigation they 


found that their-portrait. was painted 
in 1771, and, the other portrait, con- 
taining the head of .Warren Hast- 
1! ings, the first’ Governor General of 
India, was painted ten years later. 

. The -history of the two paintings, 
and how they came.to be confounded 
‘in almost every authoritative work 
on Reynolds, is. still not entirely 
clear: The most highly regarded 
study of the artist is the four-volume 
“History of the Works of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds,” by Graves and Cronin. 
It declares ‘‘there were two — 
—— 
trait. of arren Hastin~s on the 
bookcase,. ‘engraved ...by....Dickinson, 
and*the~other with the’ portrait,~ en- 
graved by Parkes.”’ 

But’ it’ so happens that Parkes’s 
engraving... shows 
Hastings painted. on ‘the bookcase, 
whereas in reality the portrait is 
painted on a map hanging from the 
bookshelves; -according to Mr. Sim- 
mons. That would mean that Parkes 
either made a grave error or did 
his .engraving without seeing the 
original or knowine where the Hast- 
ings portrait ‘was placed. 

Speaks of a Replica., 

This theory seems to be borne out 
by a quotation from a letter of Major 
Gen. Barwell, a'descendant of the 
original Richard Barwell, who wrote 
on Aug. 17, 1900: ‘‘When Sir Joshua 
painted my grandfather’s picture he 
at. the same time made a replica 
and inserted at Mr. ‘Barwell’s re- 
guest on what is a map on the book- 
case a profile of Warren Hastings.’’ 
General Barwell was unquestionably 
wrong, however, in saying that both 
pictures were painted at the same 
time. 

The proof that the copy in possés- 
sion of the Seligmann Galleries was 
painted in 1771 lies in an engraving 
made, it was said, in 1772 by William 
Dickinson, which is.a copy of their 
portrait, and. has. no picture rey 
ings in it. In Sir William Arms 
book.on Reynolds, printed in 1900, . 
gives the date of the Barwell picture 
as 1771, and does not mention an- 
other copy. A description of Dickin- 
son’s engraving is given in ‘‘A Cata- 
logue Raisonné of the Engraved 
Works of Sir Joshua Reynolds,’’ pub- 
lished in 1874 by Edward Hamilton. 
He describes the picture, and states 
at the end: ‘In the pechermind a 
draved curtain and books ngraved 
by Wm. Dickinson. Picture painted 
1771.” . But he does not give the date 
of the engraving. 

On the othér hand, in the catalogue 
given by Graves and: Cronin in the 
first volume of their work, they de- 
scribe what seems to, be the picture 
with the Hastings portrait, and do 
not mention any other copy. Their 
notation is: ‘‘Sat in October, 1780, 
and January, 1781. Paid for, July 4, 
1781. Mr. Barwell £315. Painted for 
Warren Hastings.’’ 


Say Portrait ‘‘Disappeared.”’ 
On the next page it says: ‘‘When 
the picture belonged in 1865 to Mrs. 
Barwell, it contained-a small portrait 
of Warren Hastings on the bookcase. 
This portrait does, not appear in the 


e1| engraving by Dickinson, but is in 


that of Parkes. Since 1865 the por- 
trait has disappeared from the pic- 
ture which afterward belonged to 
General Barwell.’”’ This statement is 
unquestionably an error. 

The best proof of the genuineness 
of the portrait owned by Lewis and 
Simmons lies in an extract: from Sir 
Joshua Reynold’s letter of Jan. 17, 
1781, to his nephew, William John- 


son: “I am now drawing a whole- 
length of Mr. Barwell and his son 
for Mr. Hastings. When. the "pic- 
ture goes to India 1 shall write at 
the same time in your favor.” 

That picture did go to India, and 
not the one which the Seligmann 


28 Galleries possess, it was said yester- 


day by Clifford Trevor of — — 
Seligmann & Co... But the 

were:in the possession of —AAIſſ 
Barwell when he died ‘and they were 
left-by him to a Mrs. Seaforth. She

Further History Obscure, 

The further history of the pictures 
igs very obscure. It is known that at 
least one of them was owned by Cap- 
tain E. H. Beauchamp (who married 
the widow of Edward Barwell, son 
ofthe Richard who figures in the 
portraits), and was sold by him at 
Christie’s in London on March 19, 
1864, where it was bought in by an- 
other member of the Barwell family 
for £110 5s.
